“MORES TO FLOOD! 


River 3 Inches Below 
Record Level in 1944 
— Many Isolated by 
Breach in Levee Near 
St. Charles,

The rampant Missouri river, 
swollen to within three inches of 
the record level reached in 1944, 
broke through the Missouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas railway embankment 
just north of St, Charles early 
today and doomed more than 15,- 
000 additional acres of valuable 
farm land to flooding. 

Surging through the break, the 
Missouri began its course across 
country to the Mississippi, flood- 
ing several hundred homes and 
cutting off the eastern portion of 
St. Charles county. 

The American Red Cross at St. 
Charles,'in charge of disaster re- 
lief, said three Coast Guard boats 
are at work evacuating families 
isolated by rising waters. Several 
hundred families might be cut off, 
it was estimated. | 

Highway Likely to Be Flooded. 

Following channels cut in the 
damaging flood of 1944, the wa- 
ters admitted by the Katy em- 
bankment breach were expected 
to cover Highway 94 near 
Boschertown, about three miles 
north of St. Charles, then reach 
the Mississippi above Portage des 
Sioux via Marais Croche, Grau's 
Cut, and Marais Temps Clair. 

The Katy embankment gave 
way at 4:30 a.m., Sheriff Lester 
Plackmeyer said. The breach 
was about 10 feet at first, widen- 
ing rapidly as the bank crumbled 
beneath the tracks. Coast Guard: 
personnel and sandbag crews who 
had been working desperately to 
save the bulwark stood by help- 
lessly. 

At: noon the Missouri at St. 
Charles had reached 36.4 feet, 


The United States Weather Bu- 
reau forecast this afternoon that 
the river would crest at 36.4 and 
then begin to drop. The river was 
falling between Hermann and St. 
Charles, but new showers over the 
basin might offset that advantage, 
the Bureau said. 

To avoid an outbreak of ty- 
phoid, free inoculation will be 
available to all residents of the 
flooded area at a clinic opening 
at 10 a.m. tomorrow at the Fifth 
Street Methodist Church in St. 
Charles, 

W. E. Casey, district state pub- 
lic health engineer from Wash- 
ington, Mo., urged all residents of 
St. Charles ‘and other affected lo- 
calities to present themselves for 
inoculation. 
~ M.K.T. Rail Traffic Halted. 

More than 50 homes in the 
northern part of St. Charles were 
partly under water’. Railway traf- 
fic over the Katy track. which 
forms the levee fronting the river 
for four miles north of St. Charles, 
has been discontinued for several 
davs. 

The railway break meant flood- 
ire of at least 15,000 acres in 
acdition to about 23,000 acres of 
rich St. Charles county land al- 
ready under water. Farmers man- 
aced to harvest about a third 
of their wheat prematurely, but 
corn and soybean crops were lost. 

Agricultural officials estimated 
crop losses in St. Charles county 
due to floods would be at least 
$2,000,000. 

Twenty - eight levee workers 
were marooned downriver from 
the Katy embankment break this 
morning, They were taken. off 
in fishermen’s boats and by the 
Coast Guard. 

The Coast Guard has an emer- 
gency headquarters in the First 
National Bank building at St. 
Charles, where the Red Cross is 
established, and has been in con-

Millionaire ‘Angel’ for 
Communists Tells 
J udge That His Replies 
‘Might Incriminate Me.’ 


NEW YORK, July 5 (UP)— 
Frederick Vanderbilt Field, who 
Communist causes with 
the millions inherited from Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, his great-great- 
grandfather, was held in contempt 
of court today for refusing to re- 
veal the names of the persons who 
provided the bail for four fugi- 
tive Communist leaders. 

United States District Judge 
Sylvester J. Ryan adjudged the 
tall, scholarly-looking “angel” of 
left wing causes in centempt aft- 
er depositors declined to produce 
the checkbook, reteipt book, and 
list of depositors in the Civil 
Rights Congress’s bail fund. 

The court, seeking the names 
to aid in the search for the four 
members of the United States 
Communist Party National Com- 
mittee who jumped their $80,000 
bail Tuesday, had directed Field 
to bring in the names and docu- 
ments to court, 

Turns Over Some Data. 


Field did turn over the min- 
utes kept by the bail fund trus- 
tees and a financial report dated 
Dec. 31, 1950. The financial re- 
port disclosed that at one time 
there had been listed a total of 
loans payable of $762,219. Field 
refused to disclose who made the 
loans. He declined also to dis- 
close names of individuals who 
lent $117,100 in bonds. 

Judge Ryan made a point of 
saying “I direct you to answer” 
after each refusal to answer. 
Field refused. to answer after the 
direction in each case on the 
ground that “to answer might 
tend to incriminate me.” 

Meanwhile the FBI searched 
for the fugitives who should have 
surrendered Monday to begin 
3-to-5 year prison terms. 

Their seven convicted colleagues 
-went to prison then for conspir- 
‘ing to organize the Communist 
party of the United States’ to 
teach and advocate the violent 
overthrow of the Government. 
Field also declined to produce’ 
certificates of deposit which the 
fund issues to depositors and to 
state where a record of certifi- 
cates is kept. Field told the court 
that all deposits are put into a 
common pool and therefore the 
names of the specific persons who 
lent the money for the bail of the 
four fugitives would be impossi- 
ble to ascertain. 

Judge Ryan had given Field un- 
til 2:30 p.m. to disclose the list 
of names under threat of being 
held in contempt. He set the 
deadline this morning after Field 
refused for. the second time to 
give the names of the bail fund 
lenders. 

Judge to Hear Arguments. 


Before proceeding with any 
possible sentence, Judge Ryan 
said that he would hear argu- 
ments by Field’s two attorneys. 

Abner Green, afliother bail com- 
mittee trustee, was called into 
court for a show-down this morn- 
ing along with Field. Dashiell 
Hammett, mystery writer, and Dr. 
W. Alpheus Hunton, fellow trus- 
tees, also were subpenaed. Ham- 
mett did not appear. 

The fund’s bookkeeper, Muriel 
Patterson, and the accountant, 
Bernarti Ades, were directed to 
appear. The fund posted $260,- 
000 bail for the 11 Communist 
leaders. 

Judge Ryan confiscated the 
$80,000 bail Tuesday when Com- 
munist leaders Henry Winston, 
Gus Hall, Robert G. Thompson 
and Gilbert Green failed to sur- 
render and begin jail terms under 
a mandate issued by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The missing four were. sen- 
tenced, along with seven other 
America. Communist party Polit- 
buro members.in 1949 by United 
States District Judge Harold S. 
Medina, for conspiring to teach 
and advocate overthrow of the 
United States Government. Their 
seven colleagues gave themselves 
up Monday and started serving 
five-year jail sentences.

A grim-faced President Truman 
said last night. it still is too early 
to tell whether the Communists 
mean business: about calling off 
the war in Korea. 

Even if they do, he warned in a 
Fourth of July address punctuated 
by bursting firecrackers, “‘we can- 
not ignore the danger of military 
outbreaks in other parts of the 
world.” 

Leading the nation’s celebration 
of the 175th anniversary of the 
signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, Truman joined Chief 
Justice Fred Vinson and Defense 
Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson in 
broadcasting this message to the 
American people: 

We dare not relax. 

Threat Remains. 

Said the President, standing 
alone on a wide platform before 
a restive crowd of around 200,000, 
with the floodlit Washington 
Monument in the distance: 

“The greatest threat to. world 
peace, the tremendous armed 
power of the Soviet Union, will 
Signting sto; 

stops ... 

awe have the hard task of in- 
creasing production and control- 
ing inflation in order to support 
the strong armed forces we must 
have for years to come.” 

Across the ‘land, more than 
10,000 communities — notably 
Philadelphia, birthplace of Ameri- 
can’ independence — rededicated 
themselves to the ideals of 1776. 

The Truman. administration 
used the holiday to hit hard in its 
campaign against complacency. 

Vinson, broadcasting from the 
Supreme Court building, said that 
“the relaxing of our preparedness 
program—a little or more than a 
little—could have dire conse- 
quences. 

His was an unusual address, as 
Supreme Court Justices almost 
never speak publicly on issues 
affecting current legislation. The 
whole program of controls and 
defense spending is before Con- 
gress now. 

Defense Mobilizer Wilson fol- 


lowed through, saying in his 


quarterly report to the President 
that the three-year defense pro- 
gram “must and will continue.” 
He said it must be bolstered with 
vigorous price control, price roll- 
backs and stiff taxes. 

In his speech, the President 
said “it may be” that the Com- 
munists have decided to give up 
their aggression in Korea. 

“If that is true,” he said, “the 
road to a peaceful settlement of 
the Korean conflict is open. 

‘Cannot Yet Be Sure.’ 

“But we cannot yet be sure 
that the Communist rulers have 
any such intention. It is still too 
early to say what they have in 
mind. 

“TI do not wish to speculate on 
the outcome of any meetings Gen. 
(Matthew B.) Ridgway may have 
with the commanders on the other 
side. 

“T hope these meetings will be 
successful. 

“If they are not, it will be be- 
cause the Communists do not 
really want peace. 

“Meanwhile, let us keep our 
heads, and be vigilant and ready 
for whatever may come." 

Harking back to 1776, Truman 
declared that through the United 
Nations stand in Korea “the 
ideas of the American revolution 
are still on the 

“We are not fighting there to 
c-nquer China or to destroy the 
Soviet Empire,” the President 
said. “We are fighting for a sim- 
ple aim—as important to us today 
as the goal of sy! gems was 
in 1776—the aim of securing the 
right of nations to be free and to 
live in peace.” 

Today as in Thomas Jefferson’s 
time, Truman said, freedom is 
still expensive:

Americans’ Authority Limited. 

Americans here who speak

SNYDER SAYS AMERICANS 
HAVE 40 PER CENT MORE 
BUYING POWER THAN IN ‘39 


WASHINGTON, July 5. (AP). 
ECRETARY SNYDER says 
the American people, on 
the average, have about 40 

per cent more buying power 

than in 1939, cven though 
taxes and prices have gone 
up since then. 

“The per capita purchasing 
power of the American people 
has improved by about 40 per 
cent since 1939 after making 
full allowance for tax increases 
and price changes,” he said. 


The comment was made to. 
corect what he called a mis- 
understanding of remarks he 
made in an interview yester- 
day in Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

The Oak Ridge Dispatch 
quoted him as saying the dol- 
lar hasn’t depreciated, and 
adding: “I don’t feel sorry for 
the American dollar. The dol- 
lar is worth 40 per cent more 
today, per capita, than it was 
in 1939, ‘taking into considera- 
tion the adjustments in taxes 
and wages.” 

With the exception of gro- 
ceries, he was quoted, Ameri- 
cans get more for their money 
now than in 1939, and they 
get more value for the money 
they spend.

UNITED STATES EIGHTH 
ARMY HEADQUARTERS, Korea, 
Thursday, July 5 (AP)—An Allied 
patrol thrust into Kaesong—site of 
impending armistice talks—and 
then returned to United Nations 


lines Wednesday. 

The platoon-sized foot patrol 
met no Red resistance, but an- 
other patrol drew small arms fire 
in pushing ‘to within two miles of 
Kaesong from the west. ‘ 

Kaesong, three miles south of 
the thirty-eighth parallel, will be 
the scene of preliminary cease- 
fire talks Sunday. It is in west- 
ern Korea, about 30 miles north 
of Seoul, the republic’s former 
capital. 

*Lull Continues Elsewhere. 

Elsewhere along the front, the 
relative lull in the fighting con- 
tinued. Light probing attacks 


‘|| were reported in the central and 


eastern sectors, with the heaviest 
Red counter-attack in the Kumh- 
wa area of the central front. 

The Eighth Army reported two 
Red companies attacked north- 
east of Kumhwa but were dis- 


|| persed by Allied artillery and au- 


tomatic weapons fire. 

United Nations forces on the 
central: front finally pulled back 
to the main .sllied defense line 
late last night after forcing Chi- 
nese Reds out of the Sobang 
routains below Pyonggang. 

The Allies killed or wounded 
an estimated 1500 Communist 
troops in a bitter four-day battle 
in the mountains. Th. Reds with- 
drew yesterday to a new defense 
line ‘n the vicinity of Pyonggang, 
29 miles north of the thirty- 
eighth parallel at the northern 
apex of the old Communist “iron 
triangle.” 

New Jersey Wipes Out Post. 

The United States battleship 
New Jersey supported U.N. troops 
on the east coast yesterday with 
salvos from its 16-inch guns that 
wiped out an enemy command 
post. The destroyer Cunningham 
joined in the bombardment. 

Other U.N. warships kept the 
bombardment on the enemy east 
coast port of Wonsan on a non- 
stop basis and also hit Chongjin, 
far to the northeast. 

A South Korean patrol pushed 
up the east coast under the pro- 
tecting cover of naval guns to a 
point 40 air miles north of the

ONLINE HE URGED 


Will Send No » Mive Mes-| 
sages on Subject—Nev- 
er Intended to Yield on 
Beef Rollbacks. 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP) 

~—President Truman called again 

for an-‘economic controls 

bill along the lines he has pro- 
posed. 

He told a press conference he 
hopes the House will come up 
with a workable measure, an ob- 
vious - crack atthe Senate bill 
which he dislikes. 

He said also he neyer had any 
intention of compromising with 
the beef interests on the price 
rollbacks for beef. He was. sim- 
ply interested in giving. them a 
fair hearing, he said with refer- 
ence to a White House conference 
several weeks ago. He recalled he 
had approved the rollbacks and 
commented his ‘action had not 
made him very popular with the 
cattlemen. 

Truman made his comments in 
reply to questions in connection 
with the start of House debate 
on controls legislation. 

He said he would send no more 
messages to Congress on controls 
because he has done everything 
he could possibly do in messages, 
speeches and letters urging 
stronger curbs. 

On other subjects: 

The President said he ex- 
pects to fill three long vacant 
judgeships in the northern dis- 
trict of Illinois soon. 

Truman said he agrees with 
the State Department sstate- 
ment describing the espionage 
trial of Associated Press re- 
porter William N. Oatis in 
Czechoslovakia. as a “kangaroo 
court” and a “hoax on the in- 
telligence of world opinion.” 

He said Princess Elizabeth 
of Britain and her husband 
would be welcome to visit the 
United States after their com- 
ing trip to Canada, but hasn’t 
been informed officially of their 
plans. 

He told a visiting Luxem- 
bourg reporter that Luxem- 
bourg had been just as kind as 
it could be to his daughter, 
Margaret, on her visit to that 
country. Other North Atlantic 
treaty nation reporters attend- 
ed the press conference and 
the President met them after- 
ward.

Pearson mentioned as an ef- 


ample a Maj. Harold D. Newton, 
a former RCA employe who, he 
said, was employed at the Signal 
Corps laboratory at Fort Mon- 
mouth during the war. 


“Immediately after the war,” 
Pearson said, “Maj. Newton re- 
turned to RCA but turned up: at 
Fort Monmouth in 1946 and made 
a request to see the files on secret 
radar developments.” 

He said that military intelli- 
gence “put Newton on the carpet 
for a couple of hours” because 
of the request. 


“I do not know if he ever saw 
the files,” Pearson said, “but in- 
cidentally, 12 cases of those secret 
radar files subsequently disap- 
peared from Fort Monmouth.” 


He gave no details about the 
disappearance, and did not state 
there was any connection between 
the two incidents. 


Pearson said that the Army sent 
the entire radar patent matter to 
the Department of Justice to see 
what could be done, but the de-

Pearson hastened to add, how- 
ever, that he does not believe 
either President Truman ‘or his 
daughter; ‘Margaret, knew any- 
thing about RCA and the radar 
patent. 

In order to improve Gevnkn- 
ment ethics,. Pearson proposed 
that the Senate abgndon the prac- 
tice of “senatorial. courtesy” 
whereby one Senator of the Ad- 
ministration party can .block a- 
Federal judicial appointment in 
his own state. 

Under this system, he. said, the 
Justice Department “has deterio- 
rated into the chief political arm 
oz: the Democratic party.” 

He noted that Congress has 
barred monopolies and boycotts in 
industry and labor. But by prac- 
ticing senatorial courtesy, he said, 
“you yourselves operate the neat- 
est, tightest, and rather unethical 
system of boycott, monopoly and 
politics-fixing in the nation.” 

Pearson told the subcommittee 
that Senators who voted for spe- 
cial interests in considering price 
control legislation should disclose 
publicly just what investments 
they have in those industries. 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Iili- 
nois, an advocate of strict price 
controls, promptly announced to 
the half-filled hearing room: “I 
own 70 shares of U.S. Steel, about 
20 shares some utilities com- 
._panies and@about $4000 in bonds.” 


TREASURY GOES IN RED FIRST

The Government has started fis- 
cal 1952 in the red after ending 
fiscal 1951 last week with a sur- 
plus of $3,510,000,000 of income 
over outlays. 

On the first operating day of 
the new fiscal year, July 2, the 
Government took in $137,672,- 
691.29, spent $203,273,480.M and 
went $65,600,788.82 in the hole, 
the Treasury reported today. It

BERLIN, July 5 (AP) — The 
Communist government of East 
Berlin announced: 25 children 
died in the explosion of an ex- 
cursion boat on the Spree river 


today, 

The ship, a barge, carried 120 
children on a holiday outing spon- 
sored by the Communist free 
German youth. Its engine blew 
up and spread fire through the 
vessel. At least 60 of the chil- 
dren were injured but most were 
released after first aid treatment. 

The Communist. government 
statement did not say whether 
the dead children lost their lives 
through drowning or were killed 
in the explosion. 

Earlier, unofficial ‘reports had 
put the number of dead as_high 
as 70, with 80 others listed as 
injured. 

The ship blew up at 10:30 a.m., 
at a point not far from the Soviet 
Memorial Park in Treptow. Com- 
munist police kept crowds from 
getting near the area. 

The Communist police said the 
excursion boat’s boilers exploded. 

Mothers massed at the Treptow 
railroad station, which was as 
close to the river as the Red po- 
lice permitted anyone to ap- 
proach. Many who had children 
aboard the ship were weeping. 
The children were from an East 
Berlin “People’s school.” 

West Berlin police said that on 
hearing about the explosion, they 
offered aid, but the Communists 
refused it.

FOOD’ SHORTAGE REPORTED 
WORSE IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


BELGRADE, July 5 (AP)—The 
official Yugoslav Communist 
newspaper Borba reported today 
that the food situation in Czecho- 
slovakia is “worsening rapidly.” 

Without naming the source of 
its. information, the newspaper 
said a number of foods, including 
meat and meat products, coffee, 
rice, macaroni, bread, butter, 
lard, flour, beans and peas have 
disappeared suddenly from sale 
on the free market. It said some 
shops closed on:the pretext of 
having to take inventory.

Yacht Crippled, 6 St. Louisans 


Michigan Storm 


‘We Prayed and Hoped,’ Skipper Willet S. 
Watkins Reports — Coast Guard 
Comes to Rescue. 


Six St. Louisans arrived safely 
in port at Holland, Mich., today 
aboard the 72-foot yacht The Buc- 
caneer, ‘which was badly battered 
by a severe Lake Michigan storm 
last night. 

The yacht, which was being 
sailed by its owner, Willet S. 
Watkins, son of the late Horton 


Watkins, shoe company executive, 
was located by the Coast Guard 
cutter Mackinac shortly afier mid- 
night. Watkins had sent out dis- 
tress signals five hours earlier 
when both engines went out of 
commission. 

In a telephone message from 


her son, Mrs. Horton Watkins, 


1601 South Warson road, Ladue, 
said she learned that The Buc- 
caneer, its mast missing, limped 
into harbor after one engine had 
been repaired. Considerable dam- 
age was caused by waves “up to 
40-feet in height,” young Wat- 
kins related. 

“The mast went, then the sec- 
ond engine went dead,” he said. 
“We lost our compass and the 
hatch was blown off. We had no 
charts and it was a good thing 
our distress signals were an- 
swered. 


“We really prayed and hoped. 
Boy, that Coast Guard cutter sure 
looked good. The one engine was 
repaired about 1 a.m. and we 
were escorted about 20 miles into 
the Holland port.” 


The Watkins party sailed from 
the St. Louis Boat Club at Chain 
of Rocks Sunday morning bound 
for Douglas, Mich. The Buc- 
caneer was built for use as a 
Navy crash boat during World 
War II. Watkins planned to 
charter it to parties for river and 
lake cruises.

A 37-year-old tavern operator 
drowned while on an Independ-. 
ence day outing on the East Side 
yesterday and a 12-year-old boy 
drowned in the flood waters of

The man was Joseph Braun of 
Red Bud, Ill., passenger in a mo- 
tor boat which overturned in the 
choppy waters of a lake in Grand 
Marais State Park, near East 
St. Louis. " 

The boy was Ervin Nadler, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Amos Nadlér of 
Augusta, ’ 

Braun had gone to the park 
with his wife, Elizabeth, and 
daughter, Betty. During the aft- 
ernoon, he accepted an invitation 
to go for a boat ride with Lester 
Baum, business agent of Local 
971, AFL Filling Station Attend- 
ants’ Union, Belleville, who kept 
a boat at the lake. 

The boat was about 100 feet 
offshore when it was struck by a 
wave and capsized, Baum told St. 
Clair county deputy sheriffs. The 
men were thrown into the Water 
and Baum said he pulled Braun 
to one end of the half-submerged 
boat several times, but each time 
Braun lost his grip on the slip- . 
pery boat bottom. 

Finally, Baum said, he was 
forced to let Braun go in order 
to save his own life. He was 
threshing about in the water try- 
ing to hold onto the overturned 
boat, when another boat reached 
the scene. 

Braun, unable to swim, sank in 

water about six feet deep. . His 
body was recovered about two 
hours later. Baum told deputies 
that yesterday was the second 
time he had been rescued after 
his boat capsized in the lake, He 
recalled a similar experience in 
April 1948.

TORONTO, July 5 (AP)—The 
case of George Ratterman desert- 
ing the New York Yanks to sign 
with the Montreal Alouettes of 
the Canadian Big Four Football 
League is nothing new. 

As long as Canadian clubs lim- 
ited their “raiding” to second- 
class talent and players in the 
twilight of their careers, Amer- 
ican football owners paid no 
heed. 

But when Ratterman announced 
that he would play in Canada this 
year, Yank owner Ted Collins 
threatened legal action. The 
Los Angeles Rams already have 
go so far as to take out a 
temporary injunction to prevent 


ing the Winnipeg Blue Bombers. 

The time apparently has come 
when the Canadian teams want 
the best American talent—and 
they’re willing to pay for it. When 
Frank Filchock of the New York 
Giants was banned from pro foot- 
ball for refusing to report a bribe 
offer, he came to Canada and 
played with the Edmonton Eski- 
mos for a reported $12,000 a year. 

On that basis, Ratterman, a hot- 
shot in the Yank backfield, prob- 
ably will draw at least that much 
if he jumps. 

Canadian clubs began import- 
ing United States players in the 
1930’s after the forward pass was 
introduced in Canada. After the 
second world war, four imports 
were permitted per team, and 
now seven are allowed. They’re 
usually good because most Ca- 
nadian teams have American 
coaches who have good connec- 
tions. 

The Canadian game has 12 men 
on a team instead of 11. The 
12th man plays the backfield 
and is known as the flying wing. 
There are three downs instead of 
four. Blocking is restricted to 
10 yards gen mv line of pie 
mage and 0 emen and 0 
back and block there. A single 
point also is scored when a punt 
is kicked over the goal line and 
the defending team can’t get it 
out. It’s called a rouge.

independence of the United States. 


Our forefathers in Philadelphia 
not only established a new nation 
hed a nation based

God-given equality 
They said that the people 
t to govern them- 


government was to protect 
unalienable rights of man to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. 

These were sensational propos- 
als. In 1776, a nation based on 
such new and radical ideas did 
not appear to have much chance 
of success. In those days, power 
centered in Europe. Monarchy 
was the prevailing form of gov- 
ernment. The divine right of 
kings was still widely accepted. 


Small, Remote, Poor. 

The new nation was small, re- 
mote, poor, and, in 1776, appar- 
ently friendless, Europe did not 
for a.moment believe this new 
kind of government would work, 
and, to tell the truth, fully a third 
of our people did not believe it 
either. 

We can hardly imagine the 
courage and the faith it took to 
issue the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence in those circumstances. 

Today, we can see that the 
members of the Continental 
Congress were right. Less than 
two centuries later, the nation 
born that day, instead of being 
small, stretches across a whole 
continent. Instead. of being 
poor, the United States is 
wealthier than any other nation 
in the world. Instead of being 
friendless, we have strong and 
steadfast allies. 

The transformation during 
these 175 years seems to be com- 
pete but it is not. Some things 
onan not changed at all since 

For one thing, freedom is still 
expensive. It still costs money. 
It still costs blood. It still calls 
for courage and endurance, not 
only in soldiers, but in every man 
and woman who is free and is 
determined to remain free, Free- 
dom must be fought for today, 
just as our fathers had to fight 
for freedom when the nation was 
born. 

Ideas Still On the March. 

For another thing, the ideas on 
which our Government is found- 
ed—the ideas of equality, of God-. 
given rights, of self-government— 
are still revolutionary. Since 
1776, they have spread around 
the world. In France in 1789, in 

Latin America in the early 
1800s, in many parts of Europe in 
the mid-Nineteenth Century, 
these ideas produced new govern- 
ments and new nations. Now in 
the Twentieth -Century, these 
ideas have stirred the peoples in 
many countries of the Middle 
East and Asia to create free gov- 
ernments, dedicated to the wel- 
fare of the people. The ideas of 
the American revolution are still 
on the march. 

There is another way in 
which our situation today is 
much like that of the Amer- 
icans of 1776.. Now, once more, 
we are engaged in launching 
a new idea—one that has been 
talked about for centuries, but 
never put into ef- 
fect. In those earlier days, we 
were launching a new kind of 
national government. This time 
we are creating a new kind of 
international erganization. We 
have joined in setting up the 
United Nations to prevent war 
and te safeguard peace and 


freedom. 

We believe in the United Na- 
tions. We believe it is based 
on the right ideas, as our own 
country is. We believe it can 
grow to be strong, and accom- 
plish its high purposes. 

But the United Nations faces 
stern, determined opposition. This 
is an old story. The Declaration

The United Nations will : not 
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ice of the United States during 
the past year have died for the 
same cause as those who fell at 
Bunker . and Gettysburg, in 
the Argonne forest. and on the 
Normandy beaches. They have 
died in order that “government 
of the people, by the people, for 
the people, shall not perish from 
the earth.” They have died in 
order that other men might have 
peace. 

On this day, sacred to those 

who established freedom in the 
United States, we should all pay 
‘tribute to the men who are fight- 
ing now to 
The troops under the command 
of Gen. Ridgway, including not 
only our own but those of six- 
teen other free nations, consti- 
tute, I believe, the most magnifi- 
cent army on. the face of the 
globe today. We are all familiar 
with the splendor of their heroic 
deeds. 
I should like to say some- 
thing to that army, something 
that I think is felt by free 
men in every country in the 
world: Men of the armed forces 
in Korea, you will go down in 
history as the first army to 
fight under the flag of a world 
organization in the defense of 
human freedom. You have 
fought well, and without re- 
proach. You have enslaved no 
free man, you have destroyed 
no free nation, you are guilt- 
less of any country’s blood. Vic- 
tory may be in your hands, but 
you are winning a_ greater 
thing than military victory, for 
you are vindicating the idea of 
freedom under international 
law. This is an achievement 
that serves all mankind, for it 
has brought all men closer to 
their goal of peace. 

It is an achievement that may 
well prove to be a turning 
point in world history. 

Our aims in Korea are just as 
clear and just as simple, as the 
things for which we fought in 
the American Revolution. We did 
not fight that war to drive the 
British out of the North Amer- 
ican continent. We did not fight 
it to destroy the military power 
of England, or to wipe out the 
British Empire. We fought it for 
the simple, limited aim of secur- 
ing the right to be free, the right 
to govern ourselves. We fought 
it to secure respect for the prin- 
ciples of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. ' 

It is much the same with 
Korea. We are not fighting 
there to conquer China, or to 
destroy the Soviet empire. We 
are fighting for a simple aim— 
as important to us today as the 
goal of independence was in 
1776—the aim of securing the 
right of nations to be free and 
to live in peace. 

‘The charter of the United Na- 
tions says that its purpose is to 
“maintain international peace and 
security” and “to take effective 
collective measures .. . for the 
suppression of acts of aggres- 


ion.” 
Fight to Uphold Purpose. 

We are fighting to uphold this 
purpose of the United Nations. 
That is what we have been doing 
in Korea. 

We have made it clear that 
those words mean what they say. 
We have taken collective meas- 
ures to suppress aggression, and 
we are suppressing it. 

We have shown the world that 
the United Nations charter is not 
just a scrap on: se at Pavone 
thing very real, and very - 
ful. . To establish this is worth 
all the sacrifices and all the ef- 
fort we have been making, be- 
cause this is the way of peace.

Furthermore, we must continue 
the struggle to overcome the con- 
stant efforts of the Soviet rulers 
to dominate the world by lies and 
threats and subversion. 


Hate Us Because We Are Free. 
The Soviet rulers are trying to 


destroy the very idea of freedom, 
in every part of the world. They 
are trying to take from us the 
confidence and friendship .of oth- 
er nations, They hate us not be- 
cause we are Americans, but be- 
cause we are free—because we 
are the greatest example of the 
power of freedom. : 
The Soviet rulers are engaged 
in a relentless effort, therefore, 
to persuade other nations that we 
do not, in fact, stand for freedom. 
They are trying to convince the 
people of Europe that we intend 
to exploit them. They are telling 
the people of Asia—who are for 
the most part ill-informed about 
our purposes—that we mean to 
fasten new chains upon them. 
They are trying to make the rest 
of the world believe that we want 
to control them for our own prof- 
it—that the ideas of our Declara- 
tion of Independence are a sham 
and a fraud. 
This shrewd, this unscrupulous, 
this evil propaganda attack — we 
cannot overcome with military 
weapons. You cannot transfix a 
lie with a bayonet, or blast deceit 
with machine-gun fire. The only 
weapons against such enemies 
are the truth and fair dealing. 
Must Live Up to Ideals. 
The way to meet this attack is 
to show them that it is false—to 
live up to our ideals—to prove 
that we mean them. 
The world looks to us, This 
country is living proof that per- 
sonal liberty is consistent with 
strong and stable government. 
This country proves that men can 
be free. 

As a result, the freedom of the 
American citizen means a great 
deal more than his individual 
safety and happiness. It means 
that men everywhere can have the 
freedom they hope for. 

Anyone who undertakes to 
abridge the right of any American 
to life, liberty, or the pursuit of 
happiness commits three great 


wrong anywhere, is worse in 
America. It is for this reason 
that vilifying men because they 
express unpopular opinions is 
less to be tolerated here than 
in any other country. It is for 


this reason that holding men in 
bondage—personal, political, or 
econo a graver scandal 
here than elsewhere. It is for 
this reason that “te promote 
the general welfare” is more 

gently required of the Ameri- 
pe Government than any other. 


We have made great strides in 
broadening freedom here at home. 
We have made real progress in 
eliminating oppression. and injus- 
tice and in creating security and 
opportunities for all. I am proud 
of our record in doing these 
things. 

Today, more than ever before, 
it is important that we continue to 
make progress in expanding our 
freedoms and improving the op- 
portunities of our citizens. To do 
so is to strengthen the hopes and 
determination of free men every- 
where. 


Example of Self-Government. 

Moreover, it is doubly impor- 
tant today that we set an example 
of sober and wise and consistent 
self-government. We face a long 
period of world tension and great 
international danger. We have 
the hard task of increasing pro- 
duction and controlling inflation 
in order to support the strong 
armed forces we must have for 
years to come. 

One of our most difficult tasks, 
because it is new to our people, 
is that of organizing civil de- 
fense. Because. we have 
spared the rough schooling which 
the people of Europe have had, 
too many Americans are still 
skeptical and tardy. 

All these tasks challenge the 
ability of free people to govern 
themselves with both reason and 
resolution. There are people who 
say our democratic form of gov- 
ernment cannot do these things. 
They say we cannot stick to a 
hard, tough policy ef self-denial 
and self-control long enough to 
win the struggle. They say we 
are no match for the steady, ruth- 
less way the Soviet rulers seek 
their goals.

FTER many makeshifts, the question of what to do about Yugo- 
slavia is evidently being faced at last in Washington. Warning 
of grave danger of war, the Yugoslav chief of staff, Gen. Koca 
Popovic, has just asked for a massive grant of American military 
equipment, A substantial program of additional economic aid for 


These two parallel efforts to 
strengthen -Yugoslavia are likely 
to cost several hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, which can hardly 
be asked of Congress without a 
major policy decision. Moreover, 
the vital arms program also is 
likely to raise issues to priorities 
as between-Yugoslavia and West- 
ern Europe, which may bring 
our other allies into the debate. 

Cheap Insurance. 


The first reason for resolving 
the argument in Yugoslavia’s fa- 
vor is very simple indeed. There 
is no cheaper way of buying in- 
surance against an early war 
starting in Europe. 

At present, as has been suggest- 
ed in previous reports in this 
space, the future danger here 
must be regarded as very great. 
This country is a center of heresy, 
which the masters of the Kremlin 
long to stamp out. It is also a 
strategically vital position. The 
conquest of Yugoslavia would 
neutralize the Greek and Turkish 
armies; would frighten the Middle 
East into Soviet arms, bring down 
the existing Italian government, 
and would destroy the whole 
Western position in the Mediter- 
ranean. For these reasons, in 
short, conquest here would put 
the Kremlin three-quarters of the 
way along the road to conquering 
Western Europe. 3 

Furthermore, the masters of 
the Kremlin must at present be- 
lieve that this great prize can 
shortly be seized with relative 
ease and safety. The Soviet in- 
telligence, which invariably lies 
to its masters on these subjects, 
is certainly telling the Kremlin 
that the Yugosla7 army is weak 
and that the masses are disaf- 
fected.

ranging from one-half of 1 per cent on annual 
incomes of less than $2000 to 3 per cent on 
incomes of more than $20,000. Since the earn- 
ings tax is really a form of income tax, a 
graduated rate is important. It brings the levy 
into line with the principle of ability to pay. 

The chief attraction of the earnings tax, how- 
ever, is that it reaches the many St. Louis 
County residents who use the city’s facilities to 
earn a living—not to mention the recreational 
aspect—yet make no contribution to their main- 
tenance. Examples range from the Express 
Highway to the Zoo. At present, these county 
people are free riders. A suburb like Clayton 
has no hesitation about limiting the use of its 
public swimming pool to Clayton residents. 
What if St. Louis took a similar attitude in con- 
nection with the Art Museum? 

St. Louis County would. still be a farming 
area were it not for the city. There would be 
jobs for very, very few of its present resi- 
dents. It is only fair that these people should 
bear some share of the cost of maintaining 
their source of income. And since most of them 
resist annexation, the earnings tax is the prac- 
tical way. of providing at least a measure of 
equity for city residents, the people who now 
carry the whole load. 

Mayor Darst talked about possible amend- 
ments to the Hilsman bill. We do not know just 
what he has in mind. But we trust he will resist 
any changes which would affect these two prin- 
ciples: a graduated tax based on ability to pay, 
and a tax which, as far as possible, reaches all 
beneficiaries of the municipality and not merely 
those who live within its arbitrary limits. 

The Legislature, in strict logic, ought to be 
glad to authorize such an earnings tax as a 
matter of home rule. 
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Two Days Gained 

Cautious optimism for a Korean cease-fire 
received further warrant when the Communist 
commanders agreed to start preliminary talks 
on Sunday, two days ahead of the earliest date 
they had previously suggested. 

Whatever the reason for the Communists’ 
original proposal that talks be delayed 10 days, 
their acceptance of Gen. Ridgway’s counter- 
proposal suggests that they may indeed mean 
business. 

Actually arranging the cease-fire terms may, 
nevertheless, be a complicated and difficult 
problem. The Communists are now advertising 
their claim for a cease-fire line along the thirty- 
eighth parallel, and the South Koreans are 
pleading for a line some 30 miles north. More 
important than any geographic line, perhaps, 
will be the question of whether the conferees 
can agree on adequate guarantees that the 
truce, once in force, will be respected. 

The problems of an armistice are complex 
enough without introducing the problems of 
an ultimate peace settlement into the military 
negotiations. When Senator Sparkman warns 
that the United States must not accept any set- 
tlement which makes the thirty-eighth parallel a 
permanent international boundary he is right. 


But that is a question for later negotiation, not 


for the armistice talks. 

The purpose of a truce is to make such later 
negotiation possible, and the issues now to be 
resolved should be confined as nearly as possi- 
ble to the military problem of bringing the 
fighting to an end, : 


St. Charles County’s Grim Ordeal

We do not believe he 
seriously thinks a committee of Congress would 
ever summon a Governor to Washington for 
the purpose of destroying the sovereignty of a 
state. We credit him with more sense. 

His repeated refusal to testify can only sug- 
gest to others that he is afraid to testify. It 
darkens the doubts that have been cast around 
him by the facts already brought out. 
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Mistake Not to Be Repeated 

Three of the highest officials of the nation— 
the President, the Chief Justice and the Defense 
Mobilization Director—made good use of the 
175th anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence to deliver a one-two-three punch for 
national security. 

Mr. Truman said that even though peace 
comes in Korea, the world faces a long period 
of “great international danger.” Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson made the sound point that any re- 
laxation of the preparedness program could 
have “dire consequences.” Defense Mobilization 
Director Wilson went so far as to say the 
“assault by Soviet Communism” in Korea is 
“but an episode in the long-term struggle in 
which we are engaged.” 

No American who knows what is going on in 
the world should need these warnings, yet they 
are well sounded nonetheless. There are always 
those who can stick their heads in the sand and 
not see danger which is obvious. Mr. Wilson 
marked the safe and sane course when he said 
that the three-year defense program “must 
continue whether or not the fighting stops in 
Korea.” 

After World War II, the American people 
and their leaders disbanded almost overnight 
the greatest protective machine ever assembled. 
Now we are putting it back together at great 
cost. Had we kept it in readiness who can say 
that its very existence might not have kept the 
North Korean Communists from launching the 
aggression which started a war that has lasted 
a year and cost many thousands of lives, includ- 
ing pearly 12,000 Americans.

As soon as you pay your fare to ride on 
a bus or streetcar in Washington,.D. C., 
St. Louis, Cincinnati or 18 other cities, 
you discover that you are no longer a 
free American citizen. Automatically and 
involuntarily you have become a member 


.of a “captive audience.” 


In these 21 cities some 4,000,000 regu- 
lar passengers on public transit vehicles 
are being sold out to radio advertisers, 
delivered like cattle on the hoof, at $1 
per thousand head. 


In Washington’s captive busses, batteries 
of loudspeakers (eight to a bus) are placed 
two feet above passengers’ heads. The 
loudspeakers have 
been installed with- 
out either cut-off or 
modulating switches. 

As .the noise of 
the motor increases 
within the bus, the 
broadcast volume 
automatically soars 
to surmount it. The 
promoters, ‘Transit 
Radio, Ine., of Cin- 
cinnati (TRINC), are 
especially ‘proud of 
this. They are also 
delighted with their 
ingenious “beep cir- 
cuit” which steps 
up the volume of the advertising an- 
nouncements by 25 per cent. 


These two devices enable TRINC to as- 
sure its advertisers that passengers can’t 
escape their messages: “If they can hear 
they can hear your commercial!” : 

To make this slogan airtight, bus and 
streetcar drivers are under orders not 
to interfere with the broadcasting, what- 
ever pleas may come from passengers. 
Only in case of accident or mechanical 
difficulty may the sound be cut off! 


Take-It-Or-Leave-It Ads 


The idea of exploiting bus and street- 
car passengers as a captive audience for 
radio advertising barked its way onto the 
scene in Cincinnati three years ago. 

There, for the first time in a century 
of take-it-or-leave-it advertising, TRINC 
could sell advertisers an audience, that

A typical hour’s broadcast which ema- 
nates from a local FM radio station in- 
cludes the news (given four times), the 
time, the weather, music and 12 advertis- 
ing plugs—or one every five minutes. 

TRINC is frank to say that its business 
is in its infancy and that it counts on 
complete radio control of the transporta- 
tion facilities of the nation. It claims 
astonishing sales results already. 


Wide Open to Suggestion? 


Impressed by TRINC’s slogan, “Mr. and 
Mrs. Everybody Ride the Busses and 
Streetcars,” more than 80 national and 
regional advertisers have bought broad- 
cast time. 

On the local scene, in the 21 cities 
where it already has a captive audience, 
TRINC’s foremost claim is that it can 
“deliver” women shoppers. Its promotion 
literature says: 

“They are the perfect advertising pros- 
pect, wide open to the power of sugges- 
tion.

LORD INVERGHAPEL 
DIES, EX-ENVOY 10 U'S. 


British Diplomat, 69, Was 
Noted as a Friend of 
Stalin’s 


GREENOCK, Scotland, July 5 
(UP)—Lord Inverchapel, former 
British Ambassador to the United 
States, died here today. He was 
69 years old. 

Inverchapel died in a hospital 


where he had been taken Thurs- 
day. The hospital would not 
state the cause of his death but 
friends said he never had recov- 
‘ered completely from injuries 
suffered in an automobile acci- 
dent in 1949. 

He was Sir Archibald Clark 
Kerr until raised to the peerage 
in 1946, when he took his title 
from the name of his family es- 
tate in Scotland. 


He was Ambassador to the 
United States from early 1946 un- 
til May 1948, when he retired 
after 40 years of diplomatic serv- 
0 and devoted himself to farm- 

g. 

Lord Inverchapel began his dip- 
lomatic career in 1906 and served 
in Berlin, Buenos Aires, Wash- 
ington, Rome, Tokyo and Cairo 
until 1925, when advanced to the 
rank of minister. He was minister 
to the Central American repub- 
lics, Chile and Sweden before be- 
coming an ambassador to Irag 
in 1935. 

He was Ambassador in China 
from 1937-42 and in Russia from 
1942-46. 

Inverchapel was married to Maria 
Teresa Diaz Salas, elder daugh- 
ter of Don Javier Diaz Lira of 
Santiago, Chile, in 1929. They 
later were divorced. 

The divorce was granted in 
1945 but in 1947 Inverchapel was 
remarried to her in Edinburgh. 

Inverchape] was noted during 
his service in Moscow as a friend 
of Josef Stalin. He persuaded 
Stalin to dine with at the 
British Embassy and during the 
war was locked in an air raid 
shelter with Stalin for more than 
two hours,

USE OF CELLOPHANE 
TO WRAP ARTERIES 
IS TOLD IN JOURNAL 


A description of the use of cel- 
lophane to wrap weakened ar- 
teries and prevent them from 


bursting is described by two St. 
Louis surgeons in the current 
specialty journal, Surgery. 

Dr. I. C. Middleman of the de- 
partment of surgery at St. Louis 
University School of Medicine 
and Dr. N. W. Drey of Jewish 
Hospital describe an abdominal 
operation on the aorta, which 
supplies the blood vessels of the 
legs and intestines with blood. 

In this disease, which centers 
in weakened arteries, internal 
bleeding and death can result if 
the weak spots are not rein- 
forced. Reinforcement has been 
done many times in chest opera- 
tions, but only rarely when the 
disease has affected arteries in 
abdomen, 

In the particular operation 
described in the article, the aorta 
was wrapped in a sheet of cello- 
phane instead of strips as is usu- 
ally done, and tacked in place 
with surgical thread. The opera- 
tion was performed two years ago, 
and the patient today is perfectly 
well. The cellophane is still in 
place, reinforcing the weak area.

They 
are Einar H. Ingman, 21-year-old 
infantryman from Tomahawk, 
Wis., Master Sgt. Stanley MT. 
Adams of Olathe, Kan., Capt. Ray- 
mond Harvey of Pasadena, Calif., 
and Capt. Lewis L. Millett of 
South Dartmouth, Mass. 
Solemnly, the President said 
it is soldiers like them who will 
enable this country to win the cold 
war and keep the peace. Truman 
hung the blue ribboned decoration 
around the neck of each Korean 
veteran and called it “a proud 
moment” for himself. 

Reason U. S. Will Win War. 
Always when an emergency 
calls for it, the President said, 
heroic Americans come forward 
in the numbers that are needed. 
Then he added: 

“That is the reason we will win 
the cold war. That is the reason 
we will maintain the peace of the 
world. That is the reason this 
republic of ours'will continue to 
endure—just because we have in- 
numerable. young men like these 
four, who stand out for the wel- 
fare of this country, always.” 
To each medal winner, Truman 
— an old artillery man — mur- 
mured that he would rather have 
this decoration than be President. 
He recalled having said this to 
many another Medal of Honor

Prophets of Doom Wrong. 


I think these prophets of doom 
are wrong.

I believe the last 
few months show that we will 
not be stampeded into war, or 
broken up by distrust and fear. 
But we are going through a 
period that will test to the utmost | 
our self-control, our patriotism, 
and our faith in our institutions. 
The very idea of self-government 
is being put to the test in the 
world today'as it has never been 
tested before. 


If we do not succeed in this 
country—if we do not succeed in 
building up our armed forces, in 
controlling inflation, and in 
strengthening our friends and al- 
lies—then tthe cause of self-gov- 
ernment, the cause of human 
freedom, is lost. If we with all 
that we have in our favor do not 
succeed,' no other free govern- 
ment can survive—anywhere in 
the world—and the whole great 
experiment that began in 1776 
will be over and done with, 

I believe we will succeed. 


The principles of the Declar- 
ation of Independence are the 
right principles. They are 
sound enough to guide us 
through this crisis as they have 
guided us through the crises of 
the past. Freedom can over- 
come tyranny in the Twentieth 
Century as surely as it over- 
came the tyrants of the Eigh- 
teenth Century. 


There is a text inscribed on the 
Liberty Bell, the bell that rang 
out 175 years ago to announce 
the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence. When the Penn- 
sylvania Provincial Assembly or- 
dered that bell for the state house 
in Philadelphia, they directed 
that it should bear certain words, 
“well-shaped in large letters.” 
You remember what those words 
were: “Proclaim liberty through- 


habitants thereof.” 


We should write these words 
again today. We should write 
them in everything we do in this 
country—“well-shaped. in large 
letters”—by every deed and act, 
so that the whole world can read 
them. We have written them in 
the deeds of our soldiers in Ko- 
rea—for the men of Asia and all 
the world to see. Lets us write 
them in all that we do, at ‘home 
and abroad, to the end that men 
everywhere may read them and 
take hope and courage for the vic- 
tory of freedom. |

Thus, in 
short, the greatest single danger 
in Europe today can be fairly ef- 
fectively guarded against. 


The Yugoslav Bargain. 

But there is another, non-local 
reason for the heavy investment 
in Yugoslavia that is now pro- 
posed in Washington. In the sim- 
plest terms, we have embarked 
upon a great and costly effort to 


build up military power on our 


side of the iron curtain. Natur- 
ally we want the best possible re- 
turn on our money and resources. 


From this viewpoint, also, Yugo- 


slavia offers a remarkably ‘good 
bargain. 

The fighting qualities of the 
people are attested by their 
bloody and courageous history. 
They now have 32 divisions, which 
American officers, who’ have seen 
the Yugoslav army at close range, 
rate very high in quality, both as 
to morals and as to training. Their 
only weakness is in equipment, 
and especially in the heavy equip- 
ment they have been unable to.ob- 
tain since their break with the 
Kremlin. Marshal Tito has de- 
clared that his country wiil enter 
the war, and these divisions will 
come into play against the enemy, 
in the event of Soviet aggression 
anywhere in Europe. And this 
force lies squarely on the vulner- 
able flank of the Soviet empire. 

It is only necessary to compare 
the investment needed’ here with 
the gigantic investment that is 
being made, to bring into being 
at a time very far in the future 
a European army not much larger 
than the army of Yugoslavia. It 
is only necessary to consider how 
much cheaper it is to buy strength 
here than it is, for example, in 
France. It is only necessary to 
realize that this strength in Yugo- 
slavia can, relatively speaking, be 


created almost overnight. All|: 


these considerations point to the 
conclusion that we ought to have 
our heads examined, if we do not 
jump at the opportunity offered 
us here. Let us for once be quick 
and businesslike about our policy, 
and do what is obviously sensible 
without too much argument or de-

LOCATING ROOF LEAKS 


atching a small leak in a roof 
is a pretty simple matter. Just 
slip a sheet of copper or heavy 
tar paper under the leaky shingles 
or just smear a little roofing ce- 
ment around the hole. The big 
trick is to find the little hole that 


‘is letting all the water come 
through. 


The standard method of find- 
ing a roof leak is to go into the 
‘attic when it is raining with 
several lengths of thin wire. You 
gaze at the underside of the roof 
until you find where the water is 
seeping through and then you 
push up a length of wire through 
the hole so that a portion of the 
wire extends above the roof. And 
when it stops raining, you go up 
onto the roof. The wires will tell 
you where you have to do the

an urge to patch the roof any- 
way, you can have someone spray 
the roof with a garden hose while 
you are in the attic. This will 
sometimes produce the necessary 
leaks and u can locate them 
with your pieces of wire.

and cover up the windows so 
it’s dark. You'll be able to locate 
some leaks by the light that will 
shine through them.

The sun is a beneficent as well as a punishing agent. 
Children need to get into the sun, but they also need pro- 
tection from it—especially on a clear, hot day. 

For the tiny baby, being initiated into sunbathing, the 
time should be limited. One minute on both sides is enough 
the first day, then add one minute each day until in 15 
days the baby will be able to stand the sun that long first 
on back then on tummy. Meanwhile, keep the face shaded 
as the tender facial skin and eyes cannot stand as much 
sun as the body.

OIL THE SKIN WELL with some baby oil or one of 
the oils or lotions designed for sunbathers. Do not wash 
this oil off immediately as one of the benefits of the sun is 
to activate the oils of the skin to a production of vitamin D. 

For the older child, be sure there is a sun hat to 
shade the face and that the body is protected by oil. Keep 
watch of the clock and if he is too young to be discreet. 
about going in the shade, engineer this for him. 

It’s a common mistake for vacationing parents to turn 
children loose to run in the sun the moment they arrive at 
their vacation spot.

OT since Klaus Fuchs gave 
N aritain's atomic secrets to Rus- 
» “sia two years ago and his -col- 
league Bruno Pontecorvo flew to 
the Iron Curtain to help the So- 
viet Union make something of 
these secrets, has there been such 
a hue and cry in- Britain. For 
more than a month, MI5 (Britain's 
FBI), the Special Branch of Scot- 
land Yard and security officers 
in various ministries backed by 
15,000 plainclothesmen operating 
from London to Trieste and back 
again have been hunting for Don- 
ald MacLean and Guy de Moncy 
Burgess, two Foreign Office of- 
ficials. 

These two men, one the head 
of the American Department of 
the Brifish Foreign Office and 
the other a second secretary in 
disgrace, hired a small car from 
a London firm on the afternoon 
of May 25, drove erratically to 
Southampton, boarded a steamer 
bound for St. Malo, France, there 
hired a taxi to go to Rennes and 
finally vanished into thin air. 

What makes a fellow traveler 
start traveling is still very largely 
a mystery to non-indoctrinated 
heads. But when one does, the 
public in any country is entitled 
to put two and two together. And 
while, as Foreign Secretary Her- 
bert Morrison has stated, it is 
certain these two men did not 
abscond with valises full of state 
secrets, it is equally certain that 
the information they carried in 
their own brilliant heads would 
be of interest to the masters of 
the Kremlin. 

But what has incensed the 
British public and forced this 
country’s security services to 
hang their heads in shame is that 
here we are dealing with men 
whose allegiance could not—with- 
out the use of thought control— 
be doubted. 

Both men are true-blue Brit- 
ons, both are Cambridge men, 
one an old Etonian, the other the 
son of a prominent ex-leader of 
the Liberal party. Klaus Fuchs 
was a German naturalized Briton, 
a man with no strong racial roots 
as his trial subsequently showed. 
The same can be said of Ponte- 
corvo, an oe ears 


UT through what dark, silent 
BP channeis of the mind could one 
trace the road of treason from 
Cambridge to Moscow?

Back in the taxi, Burgess, who 
by then seemed to have taken the 
initiative, told the driver.to go 
to Rennes at top speed as they 
wanted to catch the 1 o'clock 
train to Paris. Despite the driv- 
er’s efforts, they missed the train 
by five minutes. 


Burgess paid the driver in the 
forecourt of the station, leaving 
no tip, and walked away with his 
friend. The French taxi driver 
was the last person who remem- 
bers seeing Burgess and Maclean, 
although that was not the last 
clue they left behind. 

Three days later, telegrams 
reached MacLean’s wife in Surrey 
and his mother, Lady MacLean, in 
London. Lady MacLean is the 
widow of Sir Donald MacLean, 
former Liberal Cabinet Minister. 
The telegram to MacLean’s wife 
read: “Had to leave unexpectedly. 
Sorry, darling. I love you. Please 
don’t stop loving me. Donald.” 

The message to MacLean’s 
mother read: “I am quite all right. 
Do not worry. Love to all.” It was 


unsigned. 


Both telegrams were filed at 
the Paris Central Post Office in 
the Rue du Louvre, and, although 
they were drafted by someone 
who knew MacLean’s family cir- 
cumstances, they were not written 
by himself. The handwriting was 
Continental in style. 

A day and a half later, another 
telegram, this time from Rome, 
was received by Burgess’s mother, 
Mrs. J. R. Bassett. It read: 
“Deeply sorry for my silence. Am 
embarking on a long Mediterran- 
ean holiday. Do forgive. Guy.” 

After this the trail vanishes.

HAT then are the questions 
W which remain unanswered? 

They deal, inevitably, with 
the two men’s conduct on their 
travels rather than on their pres- 
ent whereabouts.

And, if that is so, did they leave 
their luggage aboard the “Falaise” 
to allay suspicions?

Such questions are only 
matched in importance by the 
facts about the two men which 
international sleuths have now 
put together. 

MacLean, it seems, was last to 
arouse suspicions. His conduct, 
apart from an episode in Cairo, 
was unimpeachable, his work sat- 
isfactory. This cannot be said of 


Burgess. One of his friends has 
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put it bluntly in saying that 
“Burgess hated the Americans in 
a cold-blooded sort of way.” 
For many. years Burgess had 
made no secret of his Communist 
sympathies and these were known 
even in 1948 when he became 
private secretary to the then Min- 
ister of State Hector MacNeil. 
He was a man who easily en- 
deared himself to friends and ac-

and indeed in the world at 
large. How could such men be 
trusted in positions from which 
they could compromise their own 
country? That one. question is 
easy enough to answer but the 
remedy for such slackness in po- 
litical security is harder to find. 

For Russian agents to walk out 
of atomic plants carrying vital 
secrets can, to some extent, be 
understood. But for Russian Com- 
munism to walk away with the 
souls of two real Britons, men 
steeped in a tradition of silence 
and efficient diplomacy, well- 
educated and well-placed in so- 
ciety, is another story. 

It is a sign of the times that 
spying nowadays no longer in- 
volves the mere handing over of 
blueprints but the betraying of 
very ideals. In this conflict, which 
is no respecter of man’s inner- 
most thoughts, the democracies 
have yet to learn how to keep 
the black sheep from the white 
ones.

The play was also the same— 
up to a point. West opened the 
spade 10; East put up the ace and 
returned the queen. Both declar- 
ers cashed their top diamonds, 
ruffed the diamond 10 with the 
five of clubs, and then returned 
the club jack. 

It was here that the respective 
Easts parted company, The not-so- 
good defender saw no reason to 
use his ace so early; he played 
low. Thereupon, South led a heart 
to the ace and laid down the club 
king. Now East took his ace, but 
there was nothing more to the 
play. South ruffed the spade re- 
turn with a low trump and com- 
fortably drew East’s 9-6 by laying 
down the queen and 10. 

At the other table East did not 
tarry with his ace of trumps—he 
played it on dummy’s jack. He 
realized what the other East did 
not even consider—that he could 
give declarer a very difficult 
problem. It was almost certain, on 
the bidding, that South had a six- 
card club suit, and West a single- 
ton club. South, however, could 
not know about that singleton! If 
East took the club jack with the 
ace and returned a spade it would 
be the most natural thing in the 
world—and the correct thing—for. 
South to ruff high to shut out a 
ruff. by West; and East could 
easily see that that high ruff 
would promote his own 9-6-4 of 
clubs. By ducking the club jack, 
East would let South discover 
West’s singleton on the next 
round of the suit.
